CHAPTER I 


PRELIMIN VRY REMARKS 


1 As soon as it was decided b) the Government oCIimm that the 
Census should be taken on tlm night of the 1st March 1901, Santas were 
addressed bv the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General to the different 
Chiefs, inviting then e» operation Cordial iepl.es were received to the eftect 
that all ncccsM-y arrangement would be made in the States for the taking of 
the Census on the date appointed 

-> In ISO 1 , a spccid form of m heduh* was used by the Native StateB 
of Raiputana, but on the present occ.w<m the schedule and instructions prescrib- 
ed for British India were adop ed m full Under the ordeis contained m 
Resolution No 30-32, dited the 2nd April 1900, of the Government of India 
mthe Horae Department, Christian sects l,ul to he recorded..! the column 
showing religion, but it was left to the Locil Governments to determine 
whether they would collect particulars of anj of the sects of other religions. 
After careful consideration it was decided that, as it would be difficult to 
obtain an accurate record of the enormous number of Hindu sects, and ns 
the information, if obtained, w mid be of no administrative utility , it was 
advisable not to attempt to record them The three sects of Muenlmans — 
Sunm, Shiah and Wahabi or Alii i hnd.s, and the three mam sects of the 
Jams mmcl), Swetnmbara, Digambtm and Dhiimha were however to he 
shown, while persons returning themselves ns Aryus or Bralimos were to be 
entered as such and not us Hindus 


By adopting the schedule used in British India, statistics were collected 
for the first time of the civil condition of the people, of the languages used, and 
of the number of the English-knowing and literate persons in Rnjputana A 
specimen of the form of schedule prescribed, containing entries to show the 
manner in which it lmd to be filled in, will be found at page 62 

3 There was also ft household schedule intended for the use of Euro- 
pean and Eurasi m householders only , which consisted of a single sheet of 
paper containing descriptiv c particulars, a schedule, instructions and a speci- 
men schedule 


4 In some parts of British India vernacular editions of the “ house- 
hold schedule ” known as “ private schedules” were issued for use by 
native gentlemen of position Private individuals, however, as a rule, do not 
ffll in the schedule entries so accurately ns the regular enumerating staff, and 
there is the additional trouble of taking the schedules round to the household- 
ers and collecting them ngun on the morning after the Census It was there- 
fore decided, after consultation with the Census Superintendents of the States, not 
to issue any private schedules The decision was, I consider, w iso and there seems 
to be no advantage to be gained in modifying it on the next occasion 

5 Tianslntions m Hindi and Urdu of the enumeration book were pre- 
pared in the Agency office at Abu and forwarded in May 1900 to the differ- 
ent States, through the Political Officers, together with instructions regarding 
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tho formation of Census unit*, the aupply end printing of tbo •cbedalea, end 
other point* which the Cctuus Cotnrni»4oocr a lvl«od should be dealt with as 
early »i possible. Cuplei of the Chapter* of the Draft Cain of Cen ui Pro- 
eodare u recrived from time to timo from tlio Ceasai Cora ml *ione wer* 
also forwarded to tlw btatea for infonrmtl n «nd gublance. The f mine opera 
tions, however absorbed all the energies of the \drainl tratlro Stiff In tbo 
btato* and practically little Census work wai undertaken berood the 
looking up of tbo rr-ounl f the prevtoa* Cen.as an 1 the f irraatlon of charge* 
until the loonMxm h/ni set in aud itw relief works ba 1 bn n closed. 

6 In tbo mid lie >f August Mr Hi lev the Cenan* Corn mini on rr 
nil tod Abn and diacmwed the Conim »rram;ementa with the Flrit Ai*I*tant 
to the Agent to the Governor General and with tlio Cuuai t 'Qpmnteodonta 
of the State* who hil been aummoned to meet him. Mr Bramley tbo 
Conan* Superintend nt of the BritUh district of Ajxner Merwsre, *lao attended 
the Meeting The work which had leen done up to date by taeh 
btate which had »ent a representative to the meeting waa cirefullj gone 
through, and various raattsra ivlati g to the taking of tbo Cental which were 
brought forward by the Cenaut Sopenutrndent* were dispoaed of Th* moat 
important matter perhaps war that relating to tbo enumeration of the BhtI* 
In a circular letter which had been addreaaed to the Dnrbara it had been 
auggeated that it wa* ver) dealrable that *omo advance ahoald bo mado on the 
primitive method employod in 1601 for eatlraating tbe Bhd population 
From the information received prevkxn to tbe b*ue of thl* letter there *cem 
ed to be good ground* for bellonog that, although there might bo difficulty 
in counting the Bhlb tbe generous relief which had been granted to them 
luring tbo famine and their contact with other da**e* on the relief work* had 
made than let* renaklve to the counting of their home*. It wai therefore 
proposed at first, to make a careful enumeration of their hut* and not to 
count them individually At the Meeting however the Cen.ua Soperinton 
dent* of the States which poweaaed a large Bhil population represent 
ed that the farther enquiries wbwh had been made had convinced them that, 
although tbo famine had rubbed off a great deal of tbe *hyne» of the 
Bbila, they were till very touchy about stranger* ooming near their home- 
made. After a long diecoasion the Cen.n. Commtaticmer finally agreed that 
the headmen of the Pali (village*) ahoald mutter the entire village popula 
tion at tome convenient place where they would be enmner ted, and that tbe 
counting of their huta might be excused. Ow, g to the Impo-lbOrty of

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10 I ni appointed Sapcrintcnient of Census operations, Rajpntana, on 
this fith November IDOO and proerodod on Jour the next day, making long 
marcht* end rultlng each State in turn bpedel attention was paid to Ja'ml 
toer the outlying districts of Mar war and the wild Bhll tncta of Ucwar Dana 
Warn and Dungarpor tirora which had boon made in the preparation of the 
Circle Hits, etc-, were pointed out and rectified } tho Census divisions {except 
the Chargeaj were altered In many cues to ensure more compact and suitable 
dlviaions ins traction was giren and examinations of supervisor* and eninnera 
tors bold and erery effort was made to overcome tho shyness and prejudice of 
tho Bbds- I had the advantage of being accompanied during the greater part 
of my tour through the Ubfl State* by the Assistants to the Resident, Most* 
Drummond and Pettcraon whose tinecasing and successful efforts In relieving 
distress among the Bhils had Inspired them with confidence and bad done much 
to remove their fear arid dislike of being counted The success attained In tbs 
enumeration of the Bhils In tho States of the Xlcwar Residency b chiefly doe to 
the personal supervision and effort* of the Resident, Msjor Pinbey and of his 
Assistants. 

PRELIMINARY ARRANGEMENTS. 

11 The preliminary arrangements for tho taking of the Cenius com 
m raced with the preparation of village register* showing the villages, In 
habited or uninhabited actually In existence in each tahsll or pargann, or 
whatever the local adminlatratira unit might bo. In this register (Appendix B. 
page 63) the number of house# in each village and hamlet belonging to a village 
was ei tered and also the names of any persona suitable for appointment as 
enumerator* and supervisors. These register* were prepared by tab silo or 
pargmnas and progress reports showing how far they had been prepared were 
forwarded each mouth through the Political Officer* for the Information of the 
Governor •General ■ AgenL Afur the appointment of a Census Superintendent 
for Rajpntana the progress reports of those States which had not compbted 
the preparation of these village registers were sent to the Census 8 u perm ten 
dent 

12 The next step was the division of each State into blocks, circles and 
charges. For Census purposes the revenue village wa* ta ken a# the unit of 
area therefore, when the village registers bad been completed, the Charge 
Superintendent was able at once to determine whether a village should form 
one, or two, or more block*. In deciding this point regard was paid not only 
to the number of houses m the village but alto to the degree in which they 
were scattered over detached hamlets. As a rule, a block contained about 60 houses 
nmW *n enumerator Again, as the village was to be the unit of the Census 
returns, it wo* neces^ry that no block should contain buildings situated in two 
or mere villages, and that every village, however small, should farm a separate 
block. 

■When the hlocks were determined they were arranged into groups of from 
10 to 16 blocks or about 600 house*, called drabs, each drde forming the 
charge of a Supervisor whose duty it wa* to superviao the work of the enum*- 
, raters of the blocks in hi* circle. The charge, which was always the tabu! 
or whatever the admlnistrttli e unit might be colled, consisted of a varying 
number of arch* W was presided over by the Charge Superintendent. The 
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charges and circles were then delineated on maps, and general village registers 
were prepared m which were entered the number and name of the Milage, the 
number of bouses, the number of blocks into which it was dmded, the circle 
and charge o£ which it formed part and the names of the Supervisor, and Charge 
Superintendent Specimens o£ the genenl villnge registers and of the Abstract 
of the Geucral Village Register which was forwarded by eacli State to the 
Superintendent, Census Operations, Rijputann, will be found m Appendix B 
paee 64 In most States the Charges were numbered serially throughout 
the State and the circles serially for cich Charge The villages were numbered 
serially for each Charge, and the blocks serially for each village. This method 
answered well and appears to be suitable 

In the case o£ towns the mohalla or quarter took the place of the village 
Details of the number of Census Officers and Census Divisions and of the 
average size of a block m each State will be found in Appendix E at page 97 

13 The administrate e units which formed the Charge in each State and 
the class of officials and others who were employed as Charge Superintendents, 
Supervisors, and Enumerators are given below The States arc dealt with 
m the order in which they are entered in Impend Table I 

Bikaner — In Bikiner each of the administrative units called Nizamats and 
the City formed separate Charges 

The Charge Suoenntcndcnts were the Nazims 10 Tnhsildirs and 7 
Naib-Tnhsildars worked under them ns Assistants or Inspectors The Charge 
Superintendent of the City was the President of the Municipality, who had 
also a paid Assistant Charge Superintendent under him 

Cher two-tlnrds of the number of Supervisors were subordinate officials 
of the different departments of the State and the rest were selected from among 
the educated classes of Mahnjans, etc 

The Enumerators were Milage officials, shopkeepers, Brahmans, and 
school pupils 

Jaisalmcr — In Jaisalmcr the Charges were the pargnnns and the town 

The Charge Superintendents were the Hakims and pensioned officuls 
of the State

Marwar —With the exception of Mallani, which was divided for facihty of 
supervision into 2 Charges, each of the parganas of the State formed a separate

39 Charge Superintendents and Assistant Charge Superintendents were 
appointed for the Parganas and one Charge Superintendent and 4 Assistant 
Charge Superintendents were engaged to supervise the work in the Jodhpur

Durbar offices A few paid hands were engaged from the non-official educated

Kishnngarh — In Kisknngnrh, each of the Hakumats, the Kishangarh 
pargana, and the Kishnngarh town formed separate Charges 

The Charge Superintendents were the Hakims for the Hakumats, the Ma- 
gistrate for the pargana, and the Judge of the Appellate Court for the Kishan- 
garh town 

Most of the Supervisors were officials 

The Enumerators were mostly mahajans and school-boys, w ith a few sub- 
ordinate officials 

Lawa. — The sra ill estate of Lawa, which consists of a village and 5 attached 
hamlets formed one Charge 

The Charge Superintendent and the Supervisor were officials Of the 5 
Enumerators 4 were officials 

Alioar — Each of the Tahsils, the City, and the Nimrnna estate formed se- 
parate Charges 

In the rural Charges the Tahsildars acted as Charge Superintendents The 
Municipal Secretary was the Charge Superintendent of the Alwar City, and the 
Diwan was the Charge Superintendent of the Nimrana estate 

The Supervisors were thanadars and naib-tahBildnrs The number of 
Supervisors who were not officials was 43, 

The Enumerators were patwnris and well educated persons selected from 
among the non-official classes 

Bharatpur —In Bharatpur the Charge unit was the Tahsil The City 
also formed a separate urban Charge 

For the rural Charges the Charge Superintendents were the tahsildars 
assisted by the naib-tahsildars 

The Sessions J udge and the Superintendent of Customs were the Charge Su- 
perintendents of the City 

The Supervisors were selected from the police, the officers of the Customs 
Department, kanungos, superior clerks and reliable patwaris. The number 
of Supervisors who were not officials was only 12 

The Enumerators were patwaris, clerks of the Customs department, teach- 
ers, mukhtiars and petition- writers Local bamas were also employed 

Dholpur —The Census Charges were the 5 Tahsils, and the Jagir estate 
of Sir Muthra 

The Charge Superintendents were all State officials 4 were Tahsildars 
and the remaining Superintendent was the Suddar Munsarun of the Settlement 
Department The Assistant to the Agent waB the Charge Superintendent of 
the Jagir 



The Snpcrrl*or* were moatly Stato official#, nth u elerk* ehowdhrie* 
»nd kanungo*. 10 paid Supervisor* were engaged for the Sir Muttra e*t*te 

The Enumerator* were mostly tel eetcd from among the patsraria, mutaaddii 
and other Stato official*, and a certain number were non -official*. 13 paid 
enumerator! were entertained for the eatote of Sir lluthra, 

Aaraw/i — The administrative trait winch formed the Cenms Charge wm* 
the Tahsll. The town of harantl waa olao treated aa a aeparato urban Charge 

The Tohsfldar* were the Charge Superintendents of their mpeetlre TahsO* 
and the Secretary of the Mon Id polity was the Charge Superintendent of the 
harauli town. 

The Supervisor* were almost all nominated from the aobordinate tthiil 
office* of the State. The number of Snpermon wbo were non-ofihaal* waa 8 

The staff of Enumerator* was drawn mainly from the v 'lingo pa twins and 
tbe clerks of the Cuuocns Department, fn many pkea* *peeral men had to ba 
entertained. 

Jhahmr — Beside* the two urban Charge* (the Ctmom and Pitnn town) 
each of the administrative unit* or tahiil* wa mod* a separate Charge 

The tahdkhir* were the Charge Superintendent* of tbe rand Ch arge*. A 
well trained inspector was also appointed to each Charge under the tahtJWira. 
The Charge Superintendent* of the towns were officer* of the Judicial and 
Revenue Department*. 

The Supervisor* were po twirls, kanungo*, member* of the Mmndpahty 
and other State official*. 

About one- half of the Enumerator* were subordinate official* of the differ 
ent Departments of the State the other half consisted of mahajan* and other 
educated chase*. 

rani. — The Charge wo* the psrgarm. 

The haxims, and In tbe caso of tl e Tonk porgana, one of the Census Super 
lDtendmt* of the State, were Charge Superintendent*. 

The Supervisor* were almoet oil official*. There srere only J wbo were 
not State *erranU. 

The Enumerator* srere mostly State offiemj* belonging to the GtH, military 
and Police Department*.

Bundi. — Each of the tah«ib and tbe two town* formed separate charge*.

Bondi and tfainsra town* the Gird* war and the Kllladar respectively 

The Sapemaor* srere moatiy officials. 

Of the total number of Enumerator* 181 srere State servants ; the remain 
der were noo-crffidaJ*. 

Eoh iA — E ach of the administrative unit* of the *>tate, namely the win 
mat*, the tahaQ*, and the kotris and the Kotah City formed a charge. 

The nadma, tahdldar* and kamdars srere the Charge Superintendents of 
tbe nnamata, tahsll* and kotris respectively and the Vice- Cha ir man of the 
Municipality was the Charge Superintendent of the City 
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The supervisors were mostly State officials, namely, thanadars, school- 
masters, naib-nazims and patwaus. There were 16 super; isors who were not 
State servants 

0£ the Enumerators about one fourth w ere officials, chiefly patels, revenue 

clerks, patwaris, and three fourths non officials, mostly mnhajans 

Sh'thpura —Each of the tahsils and the town of Shahpura were treated as 

Census charges 

The Charge Superintendents were the tah^ildars and nub-tahsildars 
The Supervisors were all officials drawn chiefly from the police and the 
education depaitments 

Of the enumerators 5S were State servants, the remainder were mostly 
members of the bauking and trading classes 

14 After the Census divisions had been made and the General Village 
Registers prepared, the next step was to affix a number to every building m 
vhtcli persons might be found on the Census night Thus, numbers were 
given not only to duelling houses but to shops, temples, etc On the other 
hand, no numbers were given to ruined buildings, cattle-pens, stables or 
out-housea not occupied by any person The numbers ran m serial order 
throughout each revenue village, but in the cities and towns the numbers 
were serial for each block In eicli case the number affixed was fractional — 
the numerator-figure denoting the number of the block, and the denominator 
the number of the house. The first and last houses of each block weie 
distinguished b\ painting a triangle round the first number and a circle round 
the last number. The object of this arrangement was to prevent the emirpera- 
tors making ini-takes as to the fir-t and last houses of their respectiv e blocks 
Various materials w r ere used for painting the numbers, but the most common 
were powdered charcoal mixed wuth lamp oil, and a paint made of gab juice 
On reed huts a small space was plastered with mud, whitewashed, and the 
number painted on the plaster In the Blmratpur city the house-numbering 
was completed at a very eatly date, but many of the numbers became obliterated 
owiug to the custom of the people to whitewash their houses for the Dcwuh 
festival The Census Superintendent accordingly had neat tin labels prepared 
with the numbers printed on to them, and had these affixed to all the houses 
The house-uuinbering wis commenced and completed on different dates In 
most States it was completed by the end of October The numbering was 
carefully examined by the supervisors and revenue and other officials I 
inspected speumms of the work on my tour and, though mistakes had been 
made here and there, 1 found that, on the whole, it had been verv well done 
Little difficulty appears to have been experienced in determining what was a 
separate house, and I do not think the definition given in the Manual requires 
any modification 

15 As each house was numbered, it was entered in a list called the 
house list This gave for each village, or mohalla of a town, a description 
in general terms of every house and the names of the heads of the families 
residing therein. 

16 When the date of the Census drew near and the enumeration books 
had been received, the particulars in the house list relating to each block were 
copied into the block lists which were stitched into the books

were hatred by the Supervisors to the ennnrerntors when received from the State 
hood-quarters. IHrcetly these forms arrived, the Saperriaor called together all 
the enumerator* of bis arele and Jrtual to each emnnarator ooe or more leaves 
of the block Ibt and made each copy out the portion of tbo bouse Eat which 
referred to hit block. Each block list wa» then carefaHy tested to see that tho 
numbers of ths booses in tlrt houae and Mock lists eorreaponded, that no h era so 
or place entered in tbo boos* Hat bad been omitted, and that do house or pfaai 
bad been entered In two block lists. After the block liat bad been tested, each 
enumerator waa given one cover for each block and one schedule leaf for every 
two house* or place* in his block. The ached ale* and block list were sewn by 
the enumerator into tho cover, the block list coming at the end, and tbs entimtra 
ticra book was then bound in such a manner that it could readily be undone when 
the household schedules had to be included. After the enumeration books had 
been bound the supervisor personally superintended the filling up of the des 
criptiTe particulars on the oover and ths headings oo the schedule pages and 
Mock Hat- 

19 Instruction i for the filling op of the schedule were given on the second 
page of the cover tud these instructions were supplemented by some additional 
rules which ware printed in the Manual. The supervisors were responsible for 
the Instruction of the enumerator*, to whom they verbally explained the rules, 
drawing their attention specially to thoae points In which mistakes were most 
likely to occur The supplementary rules were dictated to the enumerators and 
wntten down by tbean. At each tahsll tbit I visited I made a point of exarnm 
ing tbo enumerators to see that they thoroughly understood how to enter the 
necessary particulars in the schedules. The occupation col am u* were those 
which moat exercised the minds of the enumerator*, and the stage at which a 
child ctaaed to be a dependent and became an a ctu al worker waa a question 
that waa almoat invariably asked. The subsidiary oocnpaticms were also a 
source of much trouble tod the statistic* of the subsidiary occupation* which 
have been recorded are hardly worth the extra labour involved m their eoliec 
turn and preparation. 

PAINTING AND SUPPLY OP SCHEDULES. 

20 Under apeoal arrangements made by ths Oenaaa Commissioner for 
India the paper foe the enumeration books waa obtained through the Superm 
tendent of Stationery Calcutta, from the Bong 1 P per Mills Company The 
indents for the various farms sent in by ths different States appeared to be 
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unnecessarily large Revised estimates were accoidtngly prepared m my office 
based on the figures o£ the last Census, and on a statement kindly furnished 
by the Census Commissioner which contained a provisional estimate of the 
quantity and cost of paper which was likely to be required in each Province, 
and the cost of the printing of the different forms The majority of the 
States accepted my revised estimates but some replied that they anticipated that 
there would be considerable wastage and requested that the amount specified in 
their indents might be supplied Although I still considered these indents ex- 
cessive I did not feel at liberty to refuse to comply wuth them 

The actual quantity of paper ordered for schedule forms, block lists, 
etc, was 705 reams, 1 quire, 12 sheets of double Rojnl Dadanu, measuring 
40 x" 25'', and for the covers of the enumeration books 49 reams, 8 quires, 
4 sheets of Double Royal Brown Caitndge, measuring 4l"x25 ff The cost 
including freight charges was Rs 3,603-10-10 The printing for the 
whole of Rajputana, except for the two States Bikaner and Marwar, who 
desired to use their own State Presses, was done by the Newul Kishore 
Press at the following rates for 1,000 copies of each form m either 
English, Urdu, or Hindi — Covers Rs 1-5 4, General schedules, Household 
schedules and block lists at Rs 0-10-8 The printing was well done and was 
much cheaper and better than the printing at either of the tw r o State Presses The 
statement, appendix F at pages 9S-99, gives the number and cost of the forms 
supplied to each State, to the Cantonments and to the Railway Administrations 
The figures entered against the Bikaner and Marwar States are those which 
have been communicated to me by the Durbars It will be seen that both these 
States printed an unnecessarily large number of forms and the printing cost 
them much more than it would have done if they had obtained their schedules 
from the Newul Kishore Press It will bo to their advantage to obtain their

schedules in future from the Press which supplies all the other States 

Under the discretion vested m him by Resolution No dated the 25th 
July 1900, from the Government of India in the Home Department, the Hon’ble 
the Agent to the Governor-General decided that the lesser States and Estates 
whose finances were impoverished by the famine should not be called upon 
to defray the cost of the Census forms supplied to them The States and 
Estates to whom these forms were supplied free were — Jaisalmer, Bundi, 
Banswara and Kusnlgarh, Dungarpur, Partabgarh, Shahpura and Lawa, The 
total cost of all the enumeration forms including printing, despatching, freight, 
etc , was Rs 6,806-13-11 The cost to the Imperial Government was 
Rs 447 2-5 and to the States 6,359-11-6

24 All State officials unite m attributing a high degiee of accuracy to the 
Census In this opinion I entirely concur and I believe the margin of error to 
be very small 

25 The reports show that the people were generally mdiffeient to the tak- 
ing of the Census and that the old feats chat a Census means mcreased taxation, 
or compulsory recruiting, or will bring about physical disasters which will cause 
the death of a percentage of those counted, if not quite gone, have diminished 
greatly Only one or two instances are reported of enumerators being greeted 
with abuse and in each case the abuse was received from old women 

26, On the morning of the 2nd March all the enumerators of each Circle 
met their supervisor at a place previously fixed upon and under his dnection 
added up the number of occupied houses and of the male and female population 
of their respective blocks These totals were then added up independently by 
two other enumerators When the figures had thus been checked and found 
to agree they were entered in the enumerators’ abstract From these abstracts the

all the circle summaries for the charge arranged in order according to the circle 
list, was then despatched by post or special messenger (usually a horseman or 
camel sowar) to the State Headquarters Here the Census Superintendent of 
the State, aided by smart revenue and treasury officials, had the charge summaries 
compared with the circle summaries and with the circle lists and the totals of all 
the summaries carefully checked A State summary was then prepared m 
which was mcluded not only the ordinary rural and urban charges but miscel- 
laneous items suck as cantonments and troops on tbe mar ch, railways, tourincr 
officials, etc When tbe totals hod been carefully checked the result was 
telegraphed to tbe Census Commissioner at Calcutta and to me at Abu The

■mth the few alight modification* entered in the ilanoal embraced every ttage 
of the operabona and were readily onda-rtood by the Native Staff.

31 In the previous Census the entries m the schedule were abstricted on 
large she-ts of paper known as “ Aostraction Sheets ” Tlies^ were printed 
sneets containing columns for the various particulars which had to be shown, 
and the abstraction was effected by marking strops m the appropriate columns 
m accordance with the entries in each schedule and nfterwnrds counting and 
adding up the strokes In the ca-e of complex tables, w here age ami civil 
condition had to be shown bv religion and se\, the abstraction ■dieet h id to be 
divided and sub-divided m a very complicated maun r The nsk of the 
abstractors making any entry in a wrong compartnn nt very gicat and no 
test of the correctness of mi) given sheet could be applied w inlc abstraction was 
proceeding The accuracy of the totals of a sheet could only be gunged by 
comparison with the corresponding totals as worked out on the other sheets 
and when these totals did not correspond the only way of determining v\ Inch of 
the discrepmt totals was correct was by re-abstraction, t c , by doing the work 
again from the beginning 


32 The new system of abstraction by means of slips intiodnced by the 
Census Commissioner is fully described in his notes which will be found at 
page 100 Its advantages are very great By this method the entries in the 
schedules for every person were copied on two slips of pnper of the same colour 
and shape. The entries in certain columns of the schedule were copied on to 
the one slip and the entries in the remaining columns on to theothei slip The 
slips were of different colours and shapes Colour indicated the religion, and 
shape the sex and civil condition of the person The plate which forms the 
frontispiece of this volume shows the coloms and shapes used m the Kipputana 
offices It will be seen that brown wa^ used for Hindus , blue for Musalmans, 
yellow for Jains , red for Ammists , and white for Christians, Parsis, Aryas 
and Others A slip with a straight edge at the bottom was used for a married 
person, a single person was represented by a slip cut mtoa point , and a widow- 
ed person by a slip with a piece cut out of it 

33 The slips were obtained from the Yeraoda Jail Press at Poona 
through the hmd offices of the Provincial Superintendent, Census Operations, 
Bombay They were all of one size, namely 5^X2' One bundled could be 
cut from a sheet of Royal 27 y x 40' and 50,000 could be cut by a guillotine at 
one time thus Bavmg much labour. Tbs slips were afterwards shaped by hand.

40 "When abstraction was completed thenext step taken was to sort the slips 
for the statistics required The sorters w ere dn ided into two sections, each under 
a supervisor One section dealt with the first series of the slips and the other 
section with the second series When a large number of sorters wcie employed 
these two sections were dnided into a number of sub di\ isious each in ohm ge of 
a supervisor It was obviously desirable th it the simplest method of sorting each 
set of slips into the groups required for each table should be adopted and the fust 
question that had to be determined was the most suitable order in w hicli to take 
up the different tables to be prepared from each set of slips so that each succes- 
sive sorting might be effected with a minimum disturbance of the results of the 
sorting which preceded it The order suggested m paragraph 11 of Hr Risley’s 
note (page 109) was adopted with the addition of Table XIII at the end of 
the first series of tables because it was anticipited that the sorting of the 
large number of occupations returned would take so long that the first series of 
tables would progress quickly enough for table XIII to be piepared from the 
first slip. The scheme for the first set of tables was first, Table YI, and 
then, m succession, Tables XVII, XVIII, VIII, VII, XII, XIV, XIII For 
the second set the order was Tables XI, X, XV and it was pioaided that if Table 
XV should happen to be prepared beEore Table XIV of the first set bad been

41 In accordance wutk the mstiuctions contained, m the Home Depart- 
ment Resolution No ] 37/49, dated the 3rd August 1900, it was decided that the 
unit of compilation of the Imperial Statistics should be the State or town and

These rule* were pre 
pared by me whila on toor when tbe long marches wh cfa I had nerr wanly to 
do to get round the country before tbe 1st March and tbe other work connected 
with tbo Com us, such ■■ the inspection of Tillage registers arc la bits, boast 
list ttc., and examination of supervisors and ennmeratora left me little leisure 
I had no experience of tbe methods which were to be Introduced and tbe rules 
were issued provisionally in tbe full belief that they would probably require 
considerable amendment Although tbe method* of sorting In trod need br the 
Census Superintendent* of klidras and Bengal differed widely from those 
adopted by me, I obtained tbe genarul idea of tbe lines on which to work from 
a memorandum drawn op by Mr Fran as, and certain Instructions isaoed by 
Mr Galt, copies of wlkh those officer* were kind enough to send roe. For tbe 
preparation of Table W I adopted Mr Francis plan of fin* sorting all oo cu 
patioos Into 80 main heads. When sorting the slip* for each table tbe him 
wire kept apart the slip* of tbe male# were sorted first and then, while they 
were being checked, tbe ahp* of the female* were sorted. After tbe slip* for 
each sex had been aorted for each table the totals were entered In tbe register 
which lud to bo carefully risackad and signed by iba soperriear before it n» 
passed. 

44. The method adopted for tbe aorting of Table* XI, X XIII and W 
may be briefly noticed. With regard to Table XI it was recognised that the 
percentage of persons born outside the State in which they happen to be enn 
mended is usually smal l. Consequently the lip# f r each aex were firat of all 
divided into two main heaps (l) for thoee born in the State where enumerated 
fit) for those bora elsewhere. After tb# slip* of the fint heap had been count 
ed and their total entered in the register they were tied into a bundle, and the 
Blip* of the second heap were aorted according to the actual State or district of 
birth place. When these totals had been entered m the tegiiter the ahp# of 
those barn elsewhere were arranged in four b'apa which, with the slip* of tboae

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This arrangement was made to facilitate the sorting for the nest table which 
had to be prepared, namely, Table X (language) for it usually happens that 
persons born in the same State or Piovince speak the same language When 
the bundles had been thus arranged the sorter took each of them m turn and 
sorted them according to the languages entered m the slips Table XIII was 
in almost every case sorted from the first series of slips after Table XIY 
The slips for this Table weie first sorted by main religions alphabetically by 
castes, that is, all the castes beginmng with the letter A , such as Ahir, Agana, 
etc , were sorted into one heap, those beginning with B such as Brahman, 
Batai, etc , into another heap and so on Each of these heaps was then re- 
sorted in turn into the different castes. For Table XV the slips were first 
sorted into 30 mam occupation heads, and then each main-head bundle was 
sorted according to the actual occupation entered on each slip After this 
the slips of each occupation weie taken in turn and divided into three heaps 
(1) actual workers, who are partially agriculturists , (2) other actual work- 
ers , (3) dependents Slips on which the principal occupation was itself 
agricultural were not 'divided into partially agricultural and other actual wor- 
kers , they were merely divided into two heaps — actual workers and depen- 
dents The number of slips m each heap was counted and the slips tied mto 
a bundle with a title slip on the top showing (t) the occupation , (n) whe- 
ther the slips were those of dependents, partially agriculturists, or other ac- 
tual workers , (in) the number of slips These three bundles were then tied 
togethei and on the large handle thus formed, a title slip was placed showing 
the occupation and total number of slips contained m the three smaller 
heaps The checkers collected these larger bundles, examined them, rad af- 
ter testing the numbers entered on tbe title Blip proceeded to classify them. 
This was done by looking up the occupation entered on the slip in the “ Oc- 
cupation Index ” which had been supplied, and entering on the title slip 
the number of tbe “ Order ” and the number of the “ Gioup ” In this they 
were assisted by the supervisor and the head of the office A copy u£ the 
Occupation Index, which was printed in English only, forms Appendix M 
at page 146 of this volume When all the bandies had been classified they were

The work was everywhere carried out with ail enthusiasm which compelled 
success. Where so much energy was shown it is scarcely possible to make dis 
tmctionsbut the following officers were specially successful id their efforts, aud

These reports were mostly prepared by 
the Census Superintendents but in some cases by the Diwans or other officials 
Those received from Jaipur, Bikaner, Jaisalmer, Bhaiatpur, Karnuli, Alwai, 
Kotah and Jhalawar were specially full and interesting 

55 In the Introduction to my report I have mentioned the names of the 
officers and native gentlemen to whom I am indebted for much useful information 
regarding the religions and castes of the people, and it only remains for me to place 
on record my acknowledgments of the excellent services rendered by the Head 
Clerk of my office, Mr Beni Madhub Banerjee — a Cleik in the Malwa Opium 
Agency office whose services were kindly lent by the Hon’ble the Agent to the 
Governor-General in Central India Mr Beni Madbub combines accuracy with 
unusual capacity for work and is possessed of considerable ability and powers 
of organisation He has taken throughout the operations an intelligent and 
practical interest in the work and has been of the greatest asbistance to me 

56 A complete set of the forms m English, Urdu aud Hindi used in 
connection with the Census of Rajputana have been bound and deposited in the 
Rajputana Agency office and I trust will be of some use to the officers in-charge 
of operations at the next Census. 

57 In conclusion I would strongly recommend that when the time arrives 
for starting the preliminary arrangements for the Census of 1911 the prepara- 
tion of general instructions, the printing of the large number of forms requued, 
and the arrangements for the supply of slips should be commenced as early as 
possible. It will be well to have all mstructionsjand forms prepared and sent to 
the press, if possible in June of the year preceding the Census, and to have the 
slips stored at the different Abstracting Centres by the end of December

CENSUS OF RAJPUTANA. 


1 General — Knowing lion severe n strain is being put on the admi- 
nistration b) famine, I line advi«edlj refrained from visiting Rnjputain m 
order to co ifcr with the Agent and his officers about census arrangements If 
it is convenient, I pronose to %i«it the Agency after the tnonsion has set in, and 
it might then perhap* be arranged for me to meet some of the Political Agents 
and the officers of Native StateB who will be in charge of census work. Mean- 
while I submit for the Agent's consideration a brief note of the points which 
require to be dealt w itli during the ne\t three months 

2 Census Divisions — Instructions for the collection of the information 
required to enable the Superintendent of Census Operations to set about form- 
ing the divisions — charges, circles and blocks — which nre required for census 
purpose 1 ;, were issued at my instance b} the Foreign Department on the 29th 
November last. It may be that famine troubles have interfered with the com- 
pletion of the register sugge-ted, but if this 1ms been the case, I hope it may now 
betihcnm hand I amine work in it«elf involves precisely the same kind 
of local enquires ns these orders contemplate, and I believe the famine officers 
would find little difficulty m procuring the information required for census pur- 
poses m the course of their relief work 

3 The actual formation of the census units can be deferred until after the 
rains, whin it is hoped that the villages will have resumed their normal condi- 
uon, and famine immigrants arid emigrants will hue returned to their homes 
Hut it is desirable that the Census Superintendent should at once consider how 
the two larger units, the charge and the circle, enn be adapted to the existing 
revenue or police divisions, prcferabl)' to the former The closer the correspon- 
dence between the ordinary administrative units and the special census unite, 
the better will the census he done and the less trouble will it give The follow- 
ing paragraph shows the points which have to be borne in mind m framing 
census units 

4 The smallest census unit is the blocl, containing from 30 to 50 houses, 
m charge of an enumerator Its sire depends on the number of houses for which 
the enumerator can reasonably be expected to carry out the final enumeration be- 
tween 7 r m and midnight of the 1st March If the houses nre close togethei, 
he can do 50 , if scattered, the number must be reduced There is an advantage 
m having small blocks if a sufficient number of enumerators is available 

5 Next above the block comes the circfccontaumig 10 to 15 blocks, or about 
500 houses, under a supervisor, who is responsible for the work of all the enu- 
merators in his circle For the reasons explained in the Government of India’s 
Resolution on Census arrangements, the supem e or will have more to do in the 
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Tray of Im trotting enumerators on tbk thin oo the U*t occasion, and it k irrrpor 
tint to g«t intelligent min for the port. The size of i circle U determined by 
the number of villages for which the supeiviior can thoroughly check the pvt- 
litniniry ennmerutaoa daring tin lirt wick or to before the final enumeration 

The third and largest census amt it the cAaryr, a group of circles under i 
Charge Superintendent, who exercises gene ml supervision omr tbe census 
operations, and testa i> large i proportion as posable of the work of hm auVor 
dilates. A charge usually cotrei ponds to tenm recognised admintstraUva divi 
ikm such u i tbano, taluk, or township, but where these ire very Urge, it n»y 
be necessary to tnb-divlde them. 

6 The Report oo tbe Cental of 1891 for Rafpatini contains hardly any 
information about Ceniu* dinsioos. In tom* State* cenrua charges aeem to 
hare been conterminous with d itricti j Id otbera with tahilli while in tone tbe 
patwarl'i jurisdiction irema to hive been treated u i ceniui circle. AD tbit 
cm be md, without further enquiry is tint, si in the interert* of economy and 
efficiency official* should be utilised to the utmost extant potable, they wQi 
work best within tbe limits of tbeir ordinary jurisdiction. Other things being 
eqail, revenue amts and revenue officers ire better far cenjns purposes thin 
police unit* ind polks officers. 

7 If in any State tbe information asked for in the Foreign Department • 
letter of 29th November 1899 has already been collected, tbs formation of 
Charges, Circlet md Blocks can bo proceeded with provisionally A simple 
method of doing this is to add to the form prescribed In that latter the following 
ax columns : —

Thus in the case supposed, a village of 83 bouses with two enumerators would 
farm two blocks, ons of 42 and the other of 43 houses, while, if three eonmsra 
tors were available, a better diruion would be Into two blocks of 80 houses 
each and one of W In lettling the charges and circle* the district offlow would 
make use of a map), and woedd be careful to see that every tillage in his district 
was Included in some circle or ether He would show charges and circlet (not 
hlocks) on the map and wool! tend up the map and the statement to tbe 
Superintendent for approval. That would give the Superintendent an oppor 
tuiuty of examining the work done and of correcting unsuitable arrangement. 
The final settlement of blocks would be made later cm the ground after the 
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supervisors and enumerators had been formally appointed, and with then assist- 
ance Two fresh factors have then to be taken into consideration-— the distance 
of outlying parts of villages and the definition of a house The first of these 
cannot be ascei tuned by correspondence, and the Becond need not be considered 
till houses are numbered It is, however, a great advantage to get a provisional 
scheme of census divisions at an early stage

5 You must take special care that the limits of all the blocks in your 
circle taken together include the whole area of the circle, and not only the 
actual dwelling sites, so tint pooplo camping at a distance from the ullage on 
the night of the Census may not be omitted. The boundaries of the blocks 
must 111 all cases follow village boundaries, streets, roads and simil ir well-marked 
lines about winch there can bo no mistake and in towns the whole of each block 
must he within the same Mohalla. 

6 The size of a block should depend on the number of houses for which 
the enumerator can reasonably be expected to carry out the final enumeration 
efficiently In this connection the chief point is to considei the number of resi- 
dent families, and the number of travellers who may be expected to be present 
on the night of the census Some of the houses may be scliooP, shops, etc , which 
are not occupied at night, while others may be large sarais, etc , 111 which alargo 
number of people may be congregated. If the houses are scattered the number in 
the block will have to be reduced

Aery strongly on the separation of actual workers from dependents I may add
